CULTURE:  The  culture  of  Iris  is  of  the  simplest. 
Plant  so  that  the  top  of  the  rhizome  is  not  more  than 
one  inch  below  the  surface  of  the  ground.  Any  sunny 
location  on  any  well  drained  soil  will  do.  No  manure 
should  be  permitted  to  come  in  contact  with  the  rhi- 
zomes. They  can  be  planted  any  time  when  hot  in 
bloom,  although  summer  and  fall  are  the  best. 

Irises  are  exceptionally  free  from  disease,  root  rot 
being  the  most  troublesome.  This  is  caused  by  poor 
drainage,  lack  of  sunlight,  some  injury  to  the  plant, 
or  accumulation  about  the  plant  of  decaying  vegetable 
matter  such  as  old  foliage,  which  should  be  removed 
from  the  plant  in  early  Spring.  The  best  way  to  treat 
root  rot  is  to  scrape  away  the  decayed  and  a#e«te#®*| 
part  of  the  plant,  and  fully  expose  to  sunlight  f©p  sey*~  ? 
eral  days.  Dusting  the  rhizome  and  soil  with  powdered  | 
gypsum  is  an  extra  precaution.
